THE CRISIS. 


The Times, in a leading article, describes as follows 
the present state of affairs :—Austria can place upon 
the Ticino 200,000 men within the three days of grace 
fixed in the imperative demand of the Austrian Govern- 
ment. Sardinia occupies the opposite bank of the Ti- 
cino with a force which could not probably delay for one 
day its own destruction by that giganticenemy. Itmay 
be that Sardinia can show 70,000 men in arms, including 
her free corps. After making deductions for her garrisons, 
Sgrdinia may be able to range 40,000 in line of battle ; three 
days’ respite are all that is given. Ifthe demand has 
already made, next Sunday may see an Austrian 
in quick advance upon Turin. If Austria and 
Sardinia are left to themselves, we shall hear in a few 
davs of an invasion and a battle. Everything points 
this out as a natural sequence. The sudden ultimatum 
and the short reprieve are evidently a part of a well- 
considered military policy formed by Austria. It is 
clearly her interest, if she is resolved upon war, or if she 
feels that she will be compelled to accept war, to crush 
the Sardinian army before the French can arrive to its 
assistance. The march from the banks of the Ticino to 
Turin offers every facility for the advance of a great 
army. Three days would bring the Austrian general to 
the unprotected city of Turin. There is nothing between 
the frontier and the capital, but the army and the bodies

There is no doubt that a general move- 
ment of the French forces have taken place in the entire 
Piedmontese frontiers.

Unprotected as Turin is by any 
fortress of military strength, it is not likely that the 
Piedmontese Government will make the independence 
of the kingdom d ent on the safety of the capital.

MOVEMENTS OF FRENCH TROOPS. 

The Morning Herald of this day contains in a semi- 
official form, specific and exclusive information relative 
to the movements of the French troops. It says :-—*In 
spite of the menacing aspect of affairs on the Continent 
to which we alluded in our impression of Thursday, 
hopes of preserving the peace of Europe are not alto- 
gether annihilated. We understand that when the Aus- 
trian ultimatum left Vienna, intelligence of the adhesion 
of Sardinia to the general disarmament had not reached 
that capital. This fact is, of course,important. An op- 
portunity is afforded to the Austrian Government to 
pause ere they place themselves in an indefensible posi- 
tion.

Orders have been given 
by the French Government for the immediate embarka- 
tion at Toulon of 30,000 men. These troops are 
not, however, to sail until further orders. The divisions 
at Lyons, Grenoble, Besancon, &c., had also received 
orders to be ready to march at a minute’s notice, though 
they will not move until further instructions are given. 
the total amount of the French force, destined to co- 
operate immediately with Sardinia in the event of war, 
is estimated at 80,000 men ; it will be in two divisions.

Rather than appear to be uninformed the American 
will certainly say something---but it is quite probable 
that the answer will be such as cannot be depended upon at 
all.

The 
Count of Syracuse, the most liberally inclined of all the 
King’s brothers, sticks by the Duke of Calabria, and, it 
is said, had a very violent scene with the Queen a few 
days since, in which he told some disagreeabie truths to 
her Majesty—amongst others, that at her door might be 
laid much of the ridicule and odium which had for the 
last twenty years been visited upon this country; and he 
qualified her attempt to divide the kingdom in favour 
of her own son as a maledetta birbonata. He holds 
nightly a sort of liberal meeting at his palace, and daily 
confers with a few of the intelligent constitutionalists 
who remain here, expressing himself as ready to 
support the Hereditary l’rince through thick and thin, 
provided he accept the never-abolished and existing con- 
stitution, Petitions have been passed in this sense and 
already circulated, but the subscribers are few, it being 
a signature that may cost both life and fortune. The 
Counts of Aquila and ‘l'rapani are much more despotic- 
ally inclined ; the former, it is said, has placed the con- 
tents of the arsenal at the disposition of the omnipotent 
Lazzaroni.

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 
(From the Correspondent of the Standard. ) 


CaGopr, Marcu 9.—My previous letter, which I thought 
it best to risk, by the aid of some expresses for the via Cal- 
cutta mail, will have told you (if it arrived in time) of the 
recent exploits of the rebels who compose the remnant of 
Tantia Topee’s army. Where that adroit leader himself is 
our intelligence does not affirm; but a portion of his troops, 
numbering from 5.000 to 8,000, under the Rao Sahib and 
Adil Mahommed Khan, had advanced from Seronge, and 
somewhere between Agra and Lahteri had surprised a detach- 
ment of Scindia’s new contingent and had taken four guns. 
They killed, it is said, 200 of the Maharajah’s men. ‘i hese 
rebels, who are chiefly Gwalior mutineers, were inadvertently 
admitted, it would seem, into the camp, giving themselves out 
to be British troops, and were thus enabled to open fire in an 
unguarded moment. 

The greatest blow which has fallen on the rebels in the Kir- 
wee or Rewah territory has, I find, been struck by Captain 
Osborne. In the course of the expedition he found himself 
within ten miles of the rebel camp. A rapid pursuit ensued 
with the cavalry and horse artillery. The rebels were in a 
formidable position, protected by four awkward nullahs. But 
as soon as one of our guns had with some difficulty crossed 
these obstacles, they retired. Runmust Sing, who was with 
them, and who, it is said, murdered Mr. Limneil in cold blood 
with his own hands, was weary of the life which he has led 
with our troops upon his track. He proposed to advance upon 
our small force, which was outnumbered in a ratio of more 
than ten to one, and either to repulse us or to die. But the 
Sepoys overruled him, and the rebels retreated and took up a 
position under a bank four feet high. There, Captain Boileau, 
with his Sikhs, about 80 in number, made a most noble charge 
against the enemy thus entrenched, numbering full 1,500 men. 
Four of our troopers fell from the mutineers’ fire. Boileau 
was wounded. But the Sikhs plunged into the masses of the 
enemy ; and the latter fled in a panic, leaving nearly one- 
tenth of their number on the field. One hundred and two

“ The Peelite portion of the Cabinet having thought 
fit to dismiss for incapacity a relative of mine, Mr. Ken- 
nedy, from the office of a Commissioner of Works, I 
thought it proper to retaliate by charging my Peelite 
colleague, the Duke of Newcastle, with the same fault. 

“T consequently espoused the cause of the Opposition, 
and once more had the good fortune to oust my chief. 
Lord Aberdeen could scarcely complain. I treated him 
with the same measure I had meted to Lord Grey. 

“Lord Palmerston then assumed the lead of affairs. 
I accepted a mission to Vienna, to which capital I re- 
paired, accompanied by my numerous and interesting 
‘amily. 

“ During my stay at that Court I accepted the office 
of Colonial Secretary, attended habitually the Roman 
Catholic Church, went to high mass on Easter Sunday, 
and professed pacific opinions. 

On my return I retained my office, resumed Protes- 
tant opinions, as laid down in my celebrated Durham 
letter, and advocated a war policy. 

“Some misguided men thought to discover a discre- 
pancy in my demeanour, and yielding to pressure both 
from opponents and from colleagues, I resigned for the 
sake of avoiding a damaging discussion, 

“ SINCE THAT TIME Í HAVE NOT HELD OFFICE. 

My conduct has been perfectly independent. 

“I voted against Lord Palmerston on the China ques- 
tion, against him on the Conspiracy Bill. I voted with 
Lord Derby on India, against him on the Cardwell mo- 
tion, and I have defeated him on his Reform Bill. 

“Having failed myself on two different occasions, I 
thought it my duty to reject a measure which did not 
disfranchise the freemen of England as well as a certain 
number of boroughs. I therefore invite you to support 
me. Ihave never on any occasion ted a favour 
from any Government, except provisions for my rela- 
tives. I pledge myself to take office with any men, and 
on any principles, reserving to myself the right I have 
never abdicated of dismissing either the one or the 
other as soon as a cabinet formed under my auspices, or 
with my concurrence, shall exhibit the symptoms of per- 
manence and stability which I for my part and under 
such circumstances have ever desired.—I am, gentlemen,

CANADA. —MONTREAL, Arn 4.—The ice has broken 
up, and the river is clear down to Sorel, where it still 
holds. The completion of the great centre tube of the 
Victoria-bridge was a touch-and-go affair, but it has 
been eae ogee, and now this great engineering work, 
on which the success of the Provincial Grand Trunk 
railway mainly depends, may be considered to be se- 
cured. The weekly line of mail steamers will commence 
from the 20th inst., bringing Liverpool and Chicago 
within twelve days. By the Canadian route overland 
from Quebec the distance is 3,594 miles, while by New 
York it is 4,170. By water from Chicago to Sarnia 
and Collingwood, and thence by railway to Quebec, is 
1,091 miles, making a total of 4,104 miles to Liverpool 
by water and rail, while by water to New York and 
Liverpool the distance is £4,650 miles. If British ship- 
owners possessed the same energy as the Americans, 
they would soon secure the carrying trade of the west, 
and divert it to Quebec from New York ; the latter port 
has been created by the commerce of the west since the 
opening of the Erie Canal. The Canadian Government 
are now seeking to regain the trade by means of their 
gigantic railway in connexion with the ports of Quebec 
and Portland, gnd those of Sarnia and Collingwood on 
Lake Huron, as the nearest, cheapest, and most expe- 
ditious route to the great and flourishing States of the 
West, with a population of 10,000,000.
